Procedure: Administration of lithium chloride to induce a taste aversion. The procedure 
does not cause pain but has the potential to cause mild but prolonged distress. 

Nausea and vomiting of pregnancy (NVP) is an almost universal characteristic of early 
pregnancy in women, so much so that it serves as a reliable and early sign of 
pregnancy. NVP is particularly frequent in the first trimester. In ~1% of pregnancies, 
NVP is sufficiently severe (i.e. hyperemesis gravidarum) as to cause dehydration and 
significant loss of electrolytes which then requires administration of IV fluids, treatment 
with antiemetics, or hospitalization. An obstacle to probing the mechanism of NVP has 
been the lack of an animal model. Pregnancy in humans and other primates has several 
unique characteristics not found in most lower species, including a discoidal 
hemomonochorial placenta (with a fetal/maternal transport barrier which is very similar 
to that of the human placenta) and an endocrine pregnancy control similar to that of the 
human(a high level of progesterone throughout pregnancy and placental production of a 
hCG analogue, gpCG). The protocol proposed to establish the guinea pig (Cavia 
poruellus ) as an animal model for NVP. Unlike rats and mice which have hemotrichorial 
placenta, the guinea pig has a hemomonochorial placenta which allows peptide 
hormones from the placenta to enter the maternal circulation. 

A report from the investigator indicated that, while the guinea pigs did not show pica (an 
appetite for non-nutritive substances that was the aim of the procedure), they still 
showed an acute decrease in water intake and "lying-on-belly" behavior which is typical 
of most rodents given drugs that are emetic or nauseating to humans. The behavior 
lasted for several hours and resolved with no impact on subsequent food or water 
intake.

Guinea Pigs in this protocol receivee up to three injections of LiCI. This is required to 
induce conditioned taste aversions (CTAs). Because animals learn to avoid a flavor 
associated with a toxic treatment, CTA is a reliable method of assessing nausea in 
animals in response to the malaise-inducing treatment. Animals cannot be anesthetized, 
as the anesthesia would compromise the ability of the animals to learn CTAs as would 
the use of analgesics. The minimal effective dose that induces a maximal taste 
aversion (e.g. 12 ml/kg 0.15 M LiCI; Physiol. Behav. 10(1973)73) was used. Humans 
administered large doses of Li report nausea, vomiting, and diarrhea. We assume that 
rodents experience similar visceral discomfort and nausea. The effects of LiCI at this 
dose are transient (couple to several hours), and there are no apparent long-term 
physiological consequences. Because nausea is a clinical problem during pregnancy, 
after chemotherapy or radiation therapy which induces even more severe Gl and 
nausea problems in humans, the use of acute LiCI in rodents at the minimally effective 
dose is justified in order to understand the mechanisms of CTA. Utilization of anti- 
nausea medication has been shown to block acquisition of the CTA following lithium 
chloride administration (Evenden et al, 1992).

There is no withholding of anesthesia, analgesia, treatment or timely intervening euthanasia in this 
study. However it is classified as category E for the following reasons. The ultimate clinical 
manifestations ofGSDI in neonates is severe hypoglycemia frequently manifest as seizures, 
hepatomegaly, lactic acidosis, hyperuricemia, and hyperlipidemia which can result in pancreatitis. 
Hypoglycemia and lactic acidosis develop rapidly even if animals receive very frequent oral 
supplements of dextrose. Currently there is no cure for the disease. The only treatment is 
frequent/constant supplementation of glucose or raw cornstarch to significantly reduce the chance of 
severe hypoglycemia in between feedings that can lead to seizures and even death. While cornstarch 
therapy does help alleviate the symptoms of disease, it does not correct the underlying defect and 
complications occur. We have an extensive nursing team for 24 hour support of these dogs however 
until such time as we achieve the successful gene therapy as proposed by these studies the clinical 
issues are difficult to control and dogs may experience some distress associated with the clinical 
symptoms.

The goal of this study is to determine if food deprivation decreases maintenance water requirements 
in horses, which could alter guidelines for fluid therapy in horses with gastrointestinal tract diseases 
associated with decreased food intake. Fluid therapy is a mainstay in treatment of horses with life- 
threatening diseases such as diarrhea, intestinal obstruction, shock and dehydration. Rate of fluid 
delivery for these horses is typically based on a previously measured and published volume of water 
consumed by fed horses under typical basal conditions of health and ambient temperatures. Most 
horses with gastrointestinal tract and other diseases are either unwilling to eat or are denied food.

To characterize the local and systemic biodistribution of scAAV-eqIL-1 Ra following intra-articular 
delivery, we will deliver an equivalent dose of scAAV-GFP (AAV containing the cDNA for green 
fluorescent protein) bilaterally to the midcarpal joints of 3 healthy horses and 3 horses with mild to 
moderate OA in those joints to visualize and map the geographic distribution of virally transduced cells 
intra-articularly, peri-articularly and systemically. Following injection of scAAV-GFP, the animals will 
be sacrificed 10 days later, and tissues will be harvested locally and systemically for characterization of 
transgenic expression, viral trafficking and histopathology. 

To evaluate the capacity of scAAV-mediated delivery of eqIL-1 Ra to block the pathology of experimental 
osteoarthritis in the equine joint, we will deliver scAAV-eqIL-IRa to the midcarpal joints of horses with 
an osteochondral fragmentation model of OA and evaluate the effects of treatment over a period of 8 
weeks. At the end of 3 weeks conditioning, both carpal joints will be arthroscopically examined. During 
this procedure, in one randomly selected joint, an 8 mm osteochondral fragment (OCF) will be generated 
in the radial carpal bone. We will monitor and record the degree of lameness before and weekly after 
surgery in 2 ways. The first is using the American Association of Equine Practitioners lameness scale. 
The second is using a kinematic evaluation of the gait of the horses. Immediately after surgery, it is 
expected that all horses will be lame at the grade 2 or 3 level. As the post-operative inflammation 
subsides, the degree of lameness is expected to drop by at least 1 grade in the scale. Horses that move 
from a grade 3 or lower score to a grade 4 or 5 lameness level will be treated to reduce their level of pain 
using cold therapy. If that is not sufficient to reduce the level of lameness, they will no longer be trained 
and they will be treated including fragment removal and post-operative anti-inflammatory treatment.

The study in this proposed protocol looks at the auditory perceptual changes that occur as a function 
of pharmacologically induced selective inner hair ceil loss following a single dose of carboplatin. 
Because the tests of auditory perception use complex acoustic stimuli, behavioral methods are the 
most efficient and sensitive means of detecting changes likely to occur following inner hair cell loss. 

There are three methods of obtaining behavioral measures from chinchillas. The first is using food 
reinforced operant conditioning. The second is conditioned shock avoidance, and the third is a 
combination of food reinforced behavior + shock avoidance. The main disadvantage of using food 
reinforced behavior is that it necessitates long term food restriction. I have performed pilot studies to 
develop food reinforced behavior with little success. The feeding patterns and dietary needs of 
chinchillas were suboptimal for developing long term robust food reinforced behavior. Subjects in the 
experimental group will be treated with a single dose of carboplatin to induce selective inner hair cell 
loss. It is possible that a subset of animals will go into renal failure and either die or fail to recover 
We will consult with the veterinary staff to determine course of treatment or euthanasia.

In contrast brief, intermittent shock has been shown to produce robust avoidance behavior that is 
stable over long periods of time in both my pilot studies and in published reports. Note that shock 
intensity is adjusted to the minimum that will produce an escape response (rearing), shock duration 
per incorrect response is limited to a maximum of two seconds, and after training shock is only 
delivered 10-30% of the time after incorrect responses (the shock is paired with a tone and the tone is 
primarily used to provide feedback).
